The triend who bas communicated the fore- 
going facts, gives the following, as what he be- 
Kieves the true theory of the sction of moistened 
ashes on bones, and of the jefuence of the mix- 
ture thus formed om crops. 

Boues are about one-third organic, and about 
two-thirds matter, the former consist- 
ing of off and giue; the latter mestly of phos- 
phate of lime, with a very litthe carbonate of 
lime. It is s well-known fact, that if you put a 
bene inte a strong ley and let it remain a few 
weeks, the potash of the ley will combine with 
the organic part of the bone, forming, with it, 
soap; the earthy part, principally phosphate of 
lime,'will retain casentially the form and appear- 
ance of the original bone; but it examined 
closely, will be tound to have lost its texture ; 
and if mixed with any dry substance, as clay, 
loam or peat, may be casily crumbled with it 
into a powdery mass. This is very similar to 
the process of reducing bones by ashes. Were 
the bones te be put into dry ashes, they would 
heat, as in Mr. Posey’s experiments, would 
crumble to pieces, and the organic part would 
escape in the form of ammonia and other 
gases. But if wacer be added, enough to keep 
the ashes moist, and to exclude Im s great mea- 
sure the entrance of air, then the organic part 
of the bones will combive with potash and wa- 
ter, forming soap, and will leave the inorganic 
part (the phosphate and carbonate of lime) in « 
state to be easily mixed with any dry substance 
in the form of an impalpably Ane powder; and 
although the phosphate may not bave become 
as soluble as when changed toa 
by sulphuric acid, yet owing to the minuteness 
ot its division, it seems to be eufficiently solu 
bie.

Kerowes Ginvew.--This is the month for 
gardening. All ceculents intended for raising 
seed should now be ta the ground, and if vot 
done before, de not delay. Be sure they are 
not in the vicinity of others of the same genus, 
or they will be sure tu hybridiwe and thus spoil 
each other 

Keep the unplanted soil im motto, and hoe 
and weed former plantings. Make artiehoke 
Plaotations | asparagus; beet seed; sow late 
broccoli, start summer cabbages, cardoon, car 
rots, celery, sow cress; start cucumbers and 
melons is frames ready to pat out in settled 
weather, (pote) sow endive, make plantations 
of borse-radish; plant corn; sow leek seed, 
lettuce, mustard seed, nasturtium ; sow onions

Aliend to dressing artichoke and asparagus 
beds, &e. Plant medicinal herbs, &c, Trans- 
plant from hot-beds to open ground, lettuce, 
cauliflower, broceoll, cabbages; and in proper 
weather, egg plants, peppers, tomatocs, &e., 
¢ | pumpkina, squashes, be. During dry days, 
water seed beds, late transplantings, &e., until 
cstaliahed . 
Plant Lune beans, melons and cacumbers ia 
pots under frames, ready to set as soon as the 
weather is permanently settled, by using the 
small boxes, they may be put out in place much 
cartier than without. These who have no hot 
beds or frames, may turn & sod, grass-side 
down, in « shallow bea, and thea cut the sod 
with « sharp kite in lines two inches apart, and 
running in both directions across the bex, thus 
it will be cut in squares; plant « Lima bean io 
each square in the manner directed in our ar- 
ticle Ga the kitchen garden; place this box op- 
posite s window in « warm room, and plant out 
the squares around the poles when the weather 
is settled.—- Working Farmer.
